The facts for 
tbe note were collected witb care, so that 
in no particular could they be controvert- 
ed. The loss to United States commerce, 
the damage done to American interests In 
Cuba, the injury Buffeted by citizens,were 
all carefully set forth, and In conclusion 
It was pointed out to Spain that she could 
not reasonably expect the United States 
to continue to employ the vessels of its 
revenue cutter service on the Atlantic 
coast, and also a number of the vessels of 
tbe United States navy, for an indefinite 
length of tln.e in watching to prevnnt fili- 
bustering. 


While much is beard of tbe safe landing 


of (lllibustering expeditions upon tbe Cu- 
ban coast, little la known by the general 
public of tba efforts which the United 
States government has made to uphold 
international law by preventing its citi- 
zens from giving aid to the insurgents. 
For over two years the revenue cutter sta- 
tions at Mobile, Newberne, N. C. and 
Charleston, S C., have been abandoned 
in order that tbe revenue outters which 
generally ^gnard those ports might assist 
in tbe catching of fillibnsters off tbe Flor- 
ida coast. Tbe Forward, which is sta- 
tioned at Mobile usually; tbe Wlcona, 
which makes port at Newberne, N. C., 
and tbe Morrell, wbioh is stationed at 
Charleston, S. C., were all taken away 
rom their respective posts to hplp in the 
iaintenance of tbe neutrally laws. This 
as been done at no little additonal ex- 
ense, and at tbe sacrifice of all tbe rou- 
ne work.which these boats perform \cben 
ot upon special duty.

n making an official criticism. Tbat be 
ould have done so if he bad any reason, 
iiere Is no doubt; that be has not done so 
s proof conclusive that there bas been no 
axity on tbe part of the United States 
ifflcers in their efforts to prevent fllllbus- 
ering. The fact Is that the government 
IBS used the entire force at its command 
o guard against the putting out of such 
xpedlttons. 


Assistant Secretary of too Treasury 


Howell was asked today if the customs 
orvice did not miss tbe vessels which 
were now being used practically in tho in- 
:reet of the Spanish government. He 
aid that be did not wish to comment up- 


tbe matter, but that tbe fact that the 


tho possibility of yellow fever contagion, 
to eay nothing of the heavy expense, of 
keeping the ships ready lot sea or actually 
outside in all kinds of weather. 


Nor is this all that Uncle Sam Is doing 


to help Spain suppress tbe war In Cuba. 
United States district attorneys and mar- 
shals from Boston to New Orleans ore 
kept en tbe qul Vive, and the machinery 
of the courts is constantly being invoked 
to prevent tbe sailing of filibustering ex- 
peditions, tbe Items of expense for tbe 
revenue service, the navy and the courts 
being so complicated and so great that 
government officials are disinclined to dis- 
cuss tbe question of tbe price this country 
ia paying for friendship with Spain. 


It IB scarcely to be doubted, therefore, 


as Minister Woodford has hinted to tbe 
Duke of Tetuan, that If Spain cannot put 
down tbe rebellion the United States can 
not be expected much longer to exercise 
supervision of tbe waters between Florida 
and Cuba. An ultimatum of this char- 
acter would mean much, for If the patrol 
of tbe revenue marine ships and naval 
vessels were withdrawn, and the courts 
should cease to interfere, Cuba would be 
inundated with arms, ammunition and 
men. All General Woodford bus to do to 
end the'war is to say to tbe queen: 


"My country Is tired of doing police 


duty. You must either frea Cuba your- 
seif, consent to give the island home rule, 
or sell it by November 1 If not, the 
United States will fold its arms and let 
tbe Cuban sympathizers ship all the arms 
tbey want to, under a proclamation of 
belligerency, which would free the United 
States from any claims for damages "

HE YISITS 
MANY 
MINING CAMPS, 


And Has Many Exciting Experiences 


—Visits the "Big Eight," Camp 


Where Decatnr Money 


is Invested. 


Spokane, Wash., Sept. 19, 1897. 


Editors Republican: I arrived ln_tbls 


city Tuesday eight about 9 o'clock, Sep 
teniber 1, and after meeting many of my 
old friends from' Deoatur and having a 
pleasant visit with them I wag invited by 
Mr A. Aberwathy and his BOD, Elmer, to 
take a trip np into the mountains known 
•as the Twlpp river gold mining country. 
JIB the crow flies about 1GO miles, a little 
north of west, from Spokane, by wagon 
road farther. They were going np to 
their camp with a wagon loud of provi- 
sions. Mr. Aberwatby and his son are 
-the locators and the principal owners of 
the Gold Clip and the Dwisp River Min 
ing Co. I accepted the invitation and 
Mr. I S. Kaufman agreed to accompany 
me 
It ia a five days' trip by wagon and 


trajl. Mr. Kaulman and I concluded we 
would go aa far as we oould by rail and 
boat and meet Mr. Aberwanth at Ives, on 
the Columbia river. We took the Great 
Northern railroad and wont to Wenatobee, 
a distance of 170 miles. Here we took 
the Columbia river boat, "The City of 
Ellensbnrg" and went up the river TO 
miles to Ives. 
'-' -u Columbia river tea 


treacherous stream, Lua" full of whirl 
pools and is a succession of rapids. Our 
boat oould make only about six miles an 
hour on an average, while at many places 
she would swerve from one side of the 
river to the other, without making any 
perceptible headway and fairly groan in 
her effort to overcome the rusb of the wa 
ter. 
We arrived at Ives Monday evening, 


staid over night, as we were to meat Mr. 
Abernatby about five miles out on Tues- 
day morning. We started with our packs 
on foot at 7 o'clock. After meeting our 
wagon we traveled on to a lone house at 
the foot of a mountain and camped there 
for the night, as it bad rained and bailee 
very bard during the day. We got per- 
mission to sleep in the barn on the ha;. 
The place !s known as Cheval ranch. 
At six o'clock in the morning (Wednes 
day, the 8th) we started to climb the 
mountain. It was very steep and alt bad to 
walk 
Mr. Kaufman and I followed tbo 


trail, while the wagon kept the road. It 
is 10 miles over the mountains, five miles 
up and five miles down,which we walked, 
climbed and alid. 
When over the monn 


tain we took to the wagon and traveled 
about 13 miles farther on to the town of 
Silver, where we camped for the night. 
Tbis town has two dwellings, one store 
.and a saloon. 
We were here again ten 


dered a barn to sleep in, which we accept- 
ed and spread our beds on the hay and «• 
tired. At about 13 o'clock a big old roos- 
ter, who slept in the same rooet with ns, 
and who, no doubt, had first claim to 
the place, commenced to orow and I think 
be orowed^ londer, longer and moro fre- 
quently than any I eve? heard before, the 
only consolation we got out of it was the 
next morning we fonnd a nest of fresh 
eggs, which we relished for breakfast. 
Thursday, tha 9th, we started at 7 o'clock 
.and traveled five miles to the town Of. 
3?wisp, situated at the month of the Twisp 
•river. Mr. Abernatby had ordered 
man from the camp to bring down four 
horses and meet ns at this place, as we 
oould take the wagon only a few miles 
farther. He came with one horse instead 
of four. We bad three horses'with us, the 
one be brought making four. These 
horsee hod a wagon load of provisions, to 
carry on their backs, including a wire 
matresa and two chairs and there were 
five men of us, and yet more than 30 
miles to go over a trail. We pushed OD 
three miles farther to Ur. J. F. Gille 
land's racoh. Here'we ate our dinner, it 
being the end of the road, we packed our 
horses, left our wagon and started on tin 
trail up the river and Into the mountains 
Three of the horses were packed and one 
reserved tn tide. We pushed on our jour 
ney until six o'clock, when we went into 
camp by the river. We bnilt a,fire, made 
coffee, ate our supper and spread our bed: 
on mother earth, with nothing over u 
but the canopy of heaven. In the morn 
Ing when we awakened our bed and cloth 
ing were covered with a heavy white frost 
Friday, the 10th, we washed our faces in 
the cold water of (be Twisp river, ate on 
breakfast and started on our journey 
The first interesting sight on the tral 
was the meeting of two Indian aquaw 
Tiding one horse, with a little pappoos 
strapped on. & board and hanging to th 
horn of tbe saddle. It was apparent!; 
about four months old and looked peaoe 
fnl and contented, while a big old buck 
Indian rode on in front. They had good 
horses. Farther on we followed a path U 
the river to get a drink and we fonnd an 
Indian sweat house. It was built on th 
•side o: (be hill, by bending poles like th 


xbo-TB of n covered wagon, only not s 


bltfb. 
Ovor these bjws they screed gras 


and then covered them with dirt, leavlc 
-asmjllopening just large enough lor an 


ndian to get in, and over this hole they 
,ung a blanket. They build a hot fire 
>nd beat large rooKB very hot, put them 
n the sweet boute, pour water on them, 
which makes steam, and then tbe patient 
rawls Into the bouse. After be has thor- 
oughly steamed himself be hurries out and 
nmps into tbe cold water of the river. 


We traveled on np this river, which rises 


rery rapidly, for 33 miles, to tbe foot of 
Mount Elmer and Muunt Gilbert, which 
ay on opposite sides of a branch of the 
Cwlsp river, and here we camped for the 
night. On the Gilbert mountain is licat 
ed the prospect known as the "Big 8," 
which 18 Incorporated and quite a good 
deal of the stock sold to Decatnr parties. 
On Mount Elmer is located tbe Gold Clip 
and tbe Twisp River Mining and Milling 
Co. 'a prospects, and there are quite a good 
many Deoatnr parties interested in tbe 
Twisp River Mining and Milling Co. I 
have come here to examine both of these 
claims. Saturday, tbe llth, at 9 o'clock 
we started up Mount Elmer, after reduc- 
ing the packs on our horses almost one- 
ialf, as we were now about to encounter 
tbe hardest part of our journey. Mr. 
Kaufman and I took one horse, one going 
n front and one behind, and started to 
climb this mountain. We struggled along 
until 20 minutes to 13 o'clock before we 
reached the camp. The trail zlg zags 
lack and forth across tbe mountain, 
which tbey call switch backs, it being too 
steep to climb straight up. There are 83 
of tbesa switch backs going to the top of 
tbis mountain, or rather up to camp, 
which is 2000 feet below tbe top of the 
mountain, and several times we had to 
take our sticks, which they all carry when 
they climb a mountain, and pry tbe pack 
back from tbe lock it bad caught on and 
would not let tbe horse go by, tbe trail 
being so narrow and 
the* mountain SD 


steep that should the horse make a miss 
step he would go tumbling down to the 
foot of the mountain. 


Well, we reached camp without an acci- 


dent and we feel thankful. We ate our 
dinner and started out to see the mining 
prospects. We climbed around the side 
of Mount Elmer, examining the ledges-or 
veins of quartz, of which the mountain 
seems to bo fall. They run from six to 
18 inches in width on the surface. 
All 


these carry free milling ore and you can 
crush and pan out gold from every piece 
you take out. The theory is that these 
veins are but stringers thrown out from 
one main ledge and that as1 you go down 
yon will find tbey all lead to or nnited in 
one main ledge. Sinew I have been here 
we have crashed and panned out many 
pieces from different veins and in every 
Instance we found gold. They are driv- 
ing two tunnels on each of the Twisp riv 
er and Gold Clip claims and they aggre- 
gate over 100 feet on each company's 
claims. These prospects look goed. We 
spent all tha afternoon climbing over 
rooks and came into camp with many 
samples of ore. 


Sunday, Sept. 13. 


Oar camp is in a gulch about 400 feet 


below tbo lowest pass over tbe mountain. 
It is a very picturesque spat, a small lake 
within 100 feet of the buildings, which is 
fed by melting snow which lays in the 
gulches on the side of the mountain tbe 
year round, and within a few hundred 
feet of tbe camp tbis snow Is from 28 to 
SO feet deep. The boys tell me that they 
have bad snow every week tbis sumn 
and In July one nigbt it snowed to the 
depth of 18 inches. Tbis lake is drained 
by a small stream running down the 
gulob, which decends very rapidly. Tbe 
trees near the camp are of a soiubby 
growth, but as you get farther down they 
boeome thicker and larger, apd at this 
time of year tbey are frli of grouse and 
pheasants. Our boys went out and in a 
few hours killed about a dozen of those 
fine birds, which we feasted on for two 
days. After dinner we climed to the top 
of Elmer mountain, which is 3500 feet or 
more above our camp, and 9009 feet above 
sea level. Here we had a most beautiful 
and grand view of the Cascade mot 
tains. Her sharp pointed peaks covered 
with snow, pointing towards heuven by 
tbe thousand, lay before ns. These silent 
mountains of nature and nature's God 
impress one more and create within yon 
u reverence more impressive than a tbon< 
sand sermons. We look across the gulch 
on'an adjoining mountain peak and we 
see a mountain goat walking over the 
rooks jumping from one to the other with 
perfect ease and composure 


Monday, Sept. 13. 


We start this morning at 9:15 to climb 


Gilbert mountain. We first stopped al 
Mr. Fence's prospect. He is running 
tunnel In on a fine vein of ore and then 
we climbed 1400 feet higher to tbe Trio 
ity claim. Here tbey hare run a tunnel 
over 100 feet. We went in and examinee 
It. The trail up to this claim waa very 
bad and It waa a hard tramp. We return 
ed to tbe foot of the mountain to Camp 
Gilbert. Tbis is the general or principal 
oamp for this district. There are about a 
dozen log houses, well bnilt. They have 
a fine stream of water and tbey divert ii 
from its natural course and carry a sinal 
stream down by each house. Mr. Harry 
Laughnace kindly invited ns to dine with 
Dim and wa bad a good dinner, fine fresh 
ash, vegetables, fruit and a cap of good 
coffee. After dinner we started up to see 
the "Big 8" on the other elde of Mount 
Gilbert. This proipect many of tbe Deoa 
tur people are interested In. It lays abo'nl 
3500 feet above Gilbert oamp. We ellmb 
ed and climbed and climbed, over rooks, 
under rocks and around rooks, for about 
tbrea hours before we reached their claim, 
They have a tunnel irto the mountain 
about 115 feet and are taking oat some 


ore. We returned to the foot of the monn 
tain and camped for tbe night. 


Friday, the loth, we started in tbe 


morning at 7 o'clock for home by way of 
Lake Cbelan. It ia about 45 miles by 
trail from this point to the head of the 
aba and over tbe mountains 
We bid 


Mr. Abernathy good bye, as he intends 
bo stay at the camp until winter sets in. 
Mr. Kaufman and I, with'a man we call 
Fred, who goes along to bring tba horses 
back, started Dp tbe mountain trail. We 
fonnd tbis the roughest and most hazard- 
ous trail in tbe country. Tbe Bridges are 
all temporary affairs, and one bridge 
across a rapid and dangerous stream, 
reached about half war across to a large 
log and then our horses had to walk the 
log the balance of tbe way, and I felt 
safer with my horse on tbe log than on 
the bridge. I have been over tbe famous 
Denver & Bio Grande railroad from Salt 
Lake City to 
Denver, duwn through 


Grand Canyon, but the views are more 
thrilling as yon sgo down tbe Steheben 
river on horseback than they are going 
down through Grand Canyon in tbe cars. 
When you undertake tbe trip from the 
bead of the Twisp river to Lake Chelan 
you plaoe your life in care of tbe horse 
yon ride. For mile after mile of the trail 
is a rough rooky path about two feet wide 
on tbe side of a mountain almost perpen- 
dicular, end should your horse make a 
misstep or stumble you and the horse 
would go a 1000 feet or more down a rooky 
precipice to tbe river. If a man ever 
prized a horse it Is when he has been car- 
ried over these dangerous places safely on 
bis back, and when he watches with what 
caution, oare and good judgment be picks 
bis steps and apparently without fenr goes 
over these dangerous places. He wonders 
at the intelligence and nerve of tbe noble 
animal 
One of tbe most pictureequa wa- 


ter falls in this country is on this route, 
tbe Bainbow Falls. It rushes right out 
of tbe side of a mountain and you cannot 
see from whence it comes and leaps for 
800 feet down without obstruction to the 
bottom-lands of tbe Stebeken river. We 
traveled all day Tuesday and nntll noon 
of Wednesday, when we arrived at the 
bead of Lake Chelan, OD tbis trip we trav- 
eled all day without meeting either man 
or Indian, but we saw a bear 
Lake Cbe- 


lan is noted for its picturesque beauty arid 
great depth lay now before ns. Tbe gov- 
ernment is now making a survey of this 
lake. It is not shown correctly on the 
map. It is from one to two miles wide 
and 68 miles long. The government sur- 
veyors attempted to measure its depth, 
but tbey run out all of their string, which 
was over 3500 feet, and fonnd no bottom. 
They have sent for 7000 feet of rope, as 
they have BOW measured it, it extends 
1500 feet below tbe surface of tbe ocean 
and the surface of this lake is 3a5 feet 
above the surface of the Columbia river 
which is only four miles from the fact of 
the lake 
This lake lays between two 


mountain ranges and the mountains on 
eltber side rise up 7000 feet above tbe lake 
and for 50 miles down tbe lake there are 
but few places a man could get a foot 
bold on either side of the lake 
Tbe 


mountains are so steep from the water's 
edge as we get down towards the lower 
end of the lake we have a flattening out 
of the mountains and the slope from the 
lake is more gradual and we see come fine 
fruit orchards and nice residences along 
the lake shore. The boat runs up and 
down this lake every other day and the 
trip over this lake is worth many miles 
of travel. Tbe water Is as clear as glass 
and reflects the hills and mountains like a 
mirror. We arrived at the foot of tbe lake 
at 3 o'clock and we remained In the town 
of Lakeside until Friday morning, when 
we took the stage for Tewonda, 31 miles 
Here we took a small river boat for We- 
natobee and the Great Northern for Spo 
kane,orriving in Spokane Saturday morn 
ing, having been ont two weeks on our 
trip. I expect to go up north of Spokane 
into the uolvllle country and British Co- 
lumbia before I return home. Tbis IB 
onrtainly one of tbe richest mineral conn 
tries on the continent. Gold, sliver, cop 
per and lead'abound and only need capital 
to bring them out.

It still further depends. Under a sound 


money administration the government 
could purchase and coin a limited amount 
of silver, as it has done, worth CO cents 
an ounce and have itwrironlnte for $1.29 
measured by gold as a standard, but the 
government administered by a debt-repu- 
diating free-silver administration could 
not do it. Such an administration would 
attempt the free coinage of gold and sil- 
ver at the fictitious ratio of 16 to 1, when 
the ratio is nearly 40 to 1. Under free 
coinage the government would not buy 
60 cents worth of silver, or any other 
amnnnt, but would simply coin it for the 
individual who brought it to the mint, 
and its purchasing power—ounce of coin 
for ounce of bullion—would be the same

tion in many instances of knowing 
that they will be collected) at a point 
that will bring the letter within a block 
or two of the place of destination. 


The letter boxes are to b« conspic- 


uously displayed on the cars, so that 
any forgetful man, who has left home 
with a batch of letters intrusted to 
him by hia trusting wife to mail in 
the city will find a reminder of his 
mission staring- him in the face when 
he steps aboard the car to go down 
town. After the reminder, instead of 
having to walk several blocks out of 
hia Tray to eft-op the letters in. the 
mailing box or at the post office, it will 
only be necessary for him to step to 
the end of -the -car and deposit them, 
in the receptacle placed there for his 
convenience. 


whach the letter is destined to travel 
for delivery—a letter a'ddressed to a 
downtown man on a can that travels 
downtown, etc, thus saving- a great 
deal of time and trouble. 
By this 


means, if the new idea is found to work 
smoothly, it -will be possible, to mail 
a letter on a street car, and have It 
delivered at its destination with the 
celerity only obtained in the present 
state of affairs 
by affixing one of 


Uncle Sam's special delivery stamp 
to the envelope at an. extra cost of teu 
cents. 


The letter boxes used in the experi- 


ments are painted red1, and so labeled 
that there' can be no mistaking tha 
purpose for which they are intended.

MONSTER DYNAMO. 


(It Can Keep 18,000 Incandescent Lampi 
Burning ) 


Its capacity may be judged from the 
fact that its output oi cui rent would bo 
suflicient to keep 18,000 incandescenl 
lamps burning at the same time. The 
pressure of the electricity as it leaves 
the dynamos will be 6,000 volts, or three 
times that of the great generators a1 
Niagara Falls. 


Nearly everyone is now aware that a 


dynamo consists of two essential parts 
—the armature and the field magnets 
The armature is made up of coils oj 
Iron surrovmdied by other coils of m 
sutated copper wire. When a loop ol 
copper wire, is moved near a magnet, 
an. electrical current is set up m it 
Wfien a current of electricity is passed 
around a piece of iron it becomes amag 
net for the time being. In ordinary 
dynamos the armature is revolved on a 
spindle, while the field magnets are 
fixed. Sometimes the axmature is ring 
shaped, and made to revolve around the 
field mag-nets in the center. But as-ihe 
essential thing is that the field magnets 
and the armature should be constantly 
changing their positions with respect 
to one another, it is possible to make 
the armature fixed and cause the field 
magnets to revolve. 
i This is what has been done m the 
caee of the Brooklyn, dynamo. On the 
rim of a big fly wheel, 50 feet in diam- 
eter, are placed 40 magnetic poles, each 
pole being rectangular in shape and 
wound with insulated copper wire lik« 
a bobbin. Of course these poles are 
firmly bolted to the rim of the fly wheel 
On the inner surface of the/big guard, 
which completely surrounds the rim 
of this fly wheel, is placed'the armature 
in 40 triple segments, and" these are al] 
also firmly bolted to their frame To 
make the iron masses in the poles mag 
netic it is necessary that they should 
have some of the current derived froa

The by copper conductors, which touch cop- 


per rings on tie axle of the^moving fly 
wheel, whence the current is distrib- 
uted by insulated wires to each of the 
40 poles.

ABOUT THEHUMANBRAIN 


JI Authority Believes Proportion 
of Qoniueea May Bo Increased. 


Prof. Hodjte Given His Reasons—Ol»- 


covery of tbe Trne Fanctlon* of 


So-Called "Glla. Cell*"—Experi- 


mentii on Brain Power.

Shall -we ever be able to turn out 


geniuses, according to the needs of so- 
ciety, by scientific methods? 


Prof. C. F. Hodge\ of dark universi- 


ty, one of the very highest authorities 
on the physiology of the brain, says 
that ho has strong hopes that the pro- 
portion of geniuses can be materially 
increased 
when enough ihas been 


learned oi the condition, involved. No 
brain of a genius, he declares, has ever 
been analyzed by strictly modem neu- 
rological methods. 


Possibly, however, before we are 


much older, it will be known what 
sort of physical and ohemica,! action 
is taking place an. the brain while the 
mind is produ<cing| thought; for it has 
now been established beyo-nd a doubt 
that for every thought and emotion a 
corresponding physical and chemical 
action takes place in the brain. 


It is true that the channels of nerve 


impulse through the- simplest brain 
have not yet been traced, and th« A B 
C of the hiuman brain has not yet been 
mastered. 
Nevertheless enough has 


been, acquired to enable us to girasj) 
the subject in a flash when once a lav- 
ing human brain can be examined. 
Only in, the very lowest orders ol life 
has it 'bean possible to study the cells 
in the living brain, under the micro- 
scope with, any degree of satisiaotiom. 
A professor of the University of \rir- 
ginia is reported to have opened the 


To show that these- big cells are close- 


ly connected with each other and ye 
'are independent units Prof. Podge sub- 
jected the little animals to long- an( 
severe fatigue. The nucleus in some o 
the big cells shrunk away to tiny par 
tides, and the protoplasm divided. The 
two illustrations, one representing- a 
healthy child's brain and the other the 
brain of an old man, dying from ol< 
age, maike plain th'ese two condition, 
in the cells. The crustacean was nmv 
allowed to rest, but>rest was no longe 
able, to restore the extremely shrunken 
cells to their original shape, and1 Prof 
Hodge perceived that the creature hac 
in consequence lost part of its memory 
This fact shows why so many men lose 
their memory, and ye^retain their othe: 
faculties. 


The above is given as an introduction 


leading to the great problem of brain 
physiology, which has been partially 
solved v, ithin the last few months, bu- 
which must be fully cleaned away be 
fore any great advance can be made 
The secret to be rev ealed is how thesi 
giant cells in the cortex of the human 
•brain are connected, and how the con- 
nection is interrupted. 


What Prof. Hodge has learned abou 


the brain of the crustacean has recent 
ly been taken up by such histologica 
masters as Hamon Y. Cajol and Golgi 
with the most interesting results. Ii 
was found that in a state of sleep or 
unconsciousness every one of the large 
cells stood disconnected. The moment 
any two of them were connected 
changes taking place in their proto- 
plasm and nucleus were noted, -which 
showed that a nerve impulse circuit ha< 
been opened. And it was seen tha' 
this circuit was produced by the con 
tact of the dendrons of a neighboring 
cell.

Since Golg-i, the ItaMan, a few years 


ago discovered how to stain the brain 
cells and their connections, it has been 
.earned that all brains are essentially 
alike in ^heir physical aspect. 
The 


difference in mentality ia due to dif- 
ference in. the number and size of the 
cells, their connections, etc. 
There is 


Joubtless also a chemical difference; 
'or the blood of no two species of ani- 
nala is exactly the same chemically. 
3ut the general appearance of the 
cells and their connections have so 
many, points of resemblance Hat much 
may be learned of the hig-hly organized 
>rain of man by studying- the brain of 
a, little transparent crustacean, belong- 
ng- to the crab family. 


Golgi's method of staining) has en- 


abled the observers to trace the cells 
and their connections in all their com- 
plications. All the larg-e cells of the 
>rain, called neurons, are connected 
with one another by nerve fibres and 
dendrons, as they are called. The nerve 
ibers are more or less stringy looking, 
resembling the roots of a radish. lA.t 
he, other end of the big cells are the 
dendrons, which look a little like the 
ops of the radiehi Throug-hout the 
jrain a large number of small cells 
nay be seen connecting- the nerve 
ibers and dendrons. These cells show 
B great variety of forms. 


Throughout these complicated chains 


at cells and the net work of stringy 
Lber the nerve impulses are constantly 
>assing and repassing with lightning 
rapidity, while the brain is active. The 
leurons, or big cells, especially in the 
:ortex of the brain, are fouml to be 
he seats ef memory—the storehouses 
3f the brain. Prof. C. F. Hodge has 
'roved this conclusively by studying 
he brain of the above mentioned 
pustacean. He has "also noted the ef- 
eets of fatigue and sleep upon the 
rain, of tMs little creature. Aftetthe 
crustacean had been kept under the 
nicrosoope long enough to fatigue It 
o!es begun to appear in the proto- 
laem of the big brain cells, and the 
ueleus and its core began to shrink, 
'he creature was then allowed to sleep, 
and thfe cells soon resume*! their nor- 


:al shape.

Scientists 
are not yet agreed whether the action 
of these cells is only mechandcal, or 
both chemical amd mechanical, bait 
they are fully agreed that they are of 
the greatest importance to the func- 
ti'O-njng- of thougJrtin, the brain. 


Prof. Hodige is of the opinion that 


the small cells also furnish support, 
and Eooirishment to the gianit cells 
from their contact with the bloodl ves- 
sels. Investigatkmi has. not yet gone 
far enough' to determine what effect 
tha destruction of one or more of these 
connective cells would1 have upon the 
giant cells; but the, brain, ef course, 
would be as worthless without themi as 
without their big- neighbors. 


Tyhat we already know of the func- 


tion of these cells helps to explain 
some of the mysteries o£ the brain and 
at the same time overturns some pop- 
ular ideas. The loss of memory may be 
due to one or t%vo events—the impair- 
ment of the giant memory cells from 
overwork, loss of sleep, dSsease, etc., or 
the failure of the small celte to pert ton 
their function as connective ngemts 
There is a striking euoniber of cases of 
persons whose minds suddenly go 
blank without any known cause. There 
was the remarkable case of Bev. Mr, 


a Kew England' clergyman^ 


unaccountably lost his memory a 


few months ag-o, so that he had to re- 
learn everything he had ever known.- 
After a few weeks' effort in learning- 
to read and spell, all his former knowl- 
edge came back to Mm. In this case, 
the memory cells had evidently lost 
conmectioa on account of the failure 


lure; vthe substance of the cell may be 
a better electric conductor; but the 
reason is probably to be found in more 
perfect connections and greater n«m- 
her of circuits for nerve impulses. The 
impulse moves faster and is more com- 
pletely registered as a picture in the 
gray matter. The complete connec- 
tions furnished by the activity of tlu 
small cells cause all the giant celte to 
act as so many stations on a^ circuit 
Of course the greater the' number ot 
giant eel-Is and the more complete the 
connections, the larger will be the head 
and the greater the intellect. 


Prof. Hodge and his school have 


completely abandoned Lombroso's an- 
atomical generalizations about stig- 
mata, degeneration, etc. The anatomi- 
cal structure of tie brain of many 
criminals resembles that observed in 
perfectly 
honest, 
upright 
people 


Prof. Hodge declares that the real dif 
ferences are functional, not structural 
and he holds out more hope to the de- 
generate than I/ombroso does. It de- 
pends much more on what sort of ac- 
tion is talcing place in the cells than on 
the shape of the ears or the conforms 
tion of the sknll, as to whether a man 
will commit crime or not. 


"For example^" h| remarks, "in the 


case of a young man who,had commit- 
ted suicide Prof. Wilder pores over the 
brain for three months, and claims tc 
find 'a remarkable configuration of the 
convolutions.' I should feel like study- 
ing the physiological conditions of the 
man before commission of the act, his 
digestion, sleep, nervous tone, condi 
tion of muscles, etc.
